Mayor Tish and council have decided unanimously on the 


plan embodied in the first paragraph of this article as thc most 
feasible way out of the dilemma. If a special levy is made of 
the sinking fund it is estimated that the city will have approxi- 
mately $24,000 more annually at its disposal. And while this 
will not quite make income meet expenditure it will result in the 
elimination of the greater part of the borrowing and ruinous 
interest charges which arc now hanging like a millstone about 
ihe necks of successive city administrations. 


We would urge the adoption of the proposed plan as set 


forth on thc special ballot which will be handed all electors at 
the voting booths tomorrow. Do not throw this separate ballot 
away. If the explanation here given and those previously given 
in the news columns of thc paper arc not clear enough or com- 
prehensive enough, consult any member of council or thc mayor 
this evening or tomorrow mominsj be-fore you vote and we be- 
lieve your judgment will concur in theirs that the only immedi- 
ate way out of our municipal financial difficulties is to vote YES 
on this proposal to exempt thc sinking fund levy from thc exist- 
ing tax limitation.

WOMAN writes to ask me what to do for un- 
balanced mnscles of the eye. She wants to know 


if such trouble might be responsible for a ner- 


vous breakdown. 


Reference is made to the eycRtrain which is due to 


lack of team-work—not to poor vision in one or both 
eyes, but to the failure of the two eyes to work to- 
gether. 


An old friend of mine says yon may ram two 


horses and' not have a team. If the horses won't pull 
together, they pull apart, and team-work is impossible. 


It is exactly the same way with the eyes. 
Each, 


of us has two eyes. If they act as Nature intended, 
uu. 


they pull together. If the muscles arc accurate in their movements each 
eye is readily and immediately directed toward the same object. In other 
word!", the eye muscles ar» balanced. 
•*• 


Unfortunntely. not every pair of «y*a 


Is so adjusted. 
One eye may have n 


tendency to turn In or to turn out. It 
does not actually turn, but It tries to 
tt:rn. Its owner has to make constant 
effort to keep It from turning. This Is 
because thc muscle balance Is Imper- 
fect. 


You have seen a cross-eyed person. 


There In one muscle which Is too strong, 
so the eye is pulled out of Its proper 
nnd normal position. Or else one tnusclo 
IF too weak to hold the eya In the cor- 
rect place. 


Where the muscles are unbalanced, 


cross-eye dees not take place, but It Is 
only because of extra effort that It does 
not. 
The difference between muscular 


unbalance and actual cross-eye- is that 
In the former condition the eyes can be 
and aro kept In place by exerting great 
effort. 
In cross-eye It is Impossible by 


any voluntary muscular effort to keep 
the eyes straight. 


Of course, the failure of muscular bal- 


ance demands constant effort to keep 
the, eyes right.
